tion; nor Truth without Hatred; for in 

that there are two Seeds , there muſt be a 
War entroduced, becauſe the Seeds are in oppoſition 
to each other, being from two ſeveral Roots, Faith 
and Reaſon, Light and Darkneſs, God and Devil ; 
ſo that the Seed of the Woman and the Seed of the 
Serpent will hould continually Enmity. 

Now you that have Accufed the Muggletonians 
Principles for Improufe, and Myſchevious, let us come 
to the Tryal of it, with you and of you, and ſee how 
you durſt be ſo bold, as to make ſo falſe a Repre- 
4 - fentation of the Muzggletonians Principles ; that you 

ſhould Intitle your Drabolical Pamphlet by the name 

of a True Repreſentation of the Abſurd and Miſchevious 
Principles, of the Se#t called Muggletonians. 

| If you the Writer thereof, had caſt them Aſperiions 

upon our Perſons, and not upon our Principles, we 

would have 'borne it with ſilence, but in that you

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have judged our Faith to be Blaſphemous and Miſ- 
chevious, - which we have received from the Bounty 
and Love of God; therefore - in diſpiſing and con- 
demning it, you diſpiſe and condemn our God; fo 
in this Caſe we muſt reliſt you, and ſtand forth for 
the defence of our Faith. 

And altho it ſhould be where Satans Seat is, yet 
we will not let go bur Inheritance, for our Inheri- 
tance lies in the Behef of ofr Principles, wherein 
we have the Charter of Heaven ſealed to us; there- 
fore we will not only vindicate thoſe our Principles, 
which you ſo wickedly Repreſent, but will alſo, 
through Grace, ſeal to them with our Blood, if your 
Law can do it, and we be called thereunto. 

For we are able to maintain thoſe Principles for 
Truth; therefore let us now come to the Tryal of 
Truth, and let us ſet our Principles each againſt the 
other; and them, whoſe Faith and Wiſdom is great- 
eſt, let them hold the other under in Bondage for ever.

have none of them : But on the contrary, we are O- 
bedient unto all the Civil Laws of the: Land, and 
give to every Man the Reſpe& due unto him. 

All therefore that we. deſire of you is, That we 
may paſs peacibly through your Country towards our 
Inheritance; but you are not willing that we ſhould, 
no more than Edom was with Ifrael ; but have pre- 


ſumed to ſtop our Courſe, by judging and condem-

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ing our Faith : Now if our Faith be true, as we know 
it 1s, then you have given Judgment againſt your 
ſelf; you were not aware of that Caution of our Sa-

that he ſhould once ſpeak near the King's Chappel, 
becauſe it was the King's Court, in which Learned 
| Amaziah was the Doctor and Chaplain. 
| Thus have you delt with theſe Prophets of the 
Lord ; and for fear that this poor Prophets Do&rin 
( which you, like Amazzah, call Miſchevious ) ſhould 
take any Ephec&t amongſt the People : From hence 
you have ſecretly ſpred this your Pamphlet into

I, His your way is tooverthrow all Propheſy: You yunb.: r. x5. 


will tie God to worke Miracles, or you will not 
belive him : Either God muſt do as you will have him, 
or he muſt not be God. 
It is no wonder that you cannot diſtinguiſh between 
a true Voice anda falſe; becauſe God never choſe you 
by Voice, nor never will. But how ſhould you believe 
a vocal Voice, when as your God has never a Tongue : 
You have made it here plainly appear, that you are of 
the ſame Spirit of thoſe murthering Jews who bid Chriſt, 
come down from the Groſs and they would belive in him. True 
Docrin, without Miracles, is to you moſt deteſtable.

ble and un-erring Spirit, the Doctrine of themSix 
Principles, the Knowledg of which, Salvation doth 
phos: | upon; but as to ſome perticular Points that are 
belides the Foundation, there is not that Neſleſſity to be 
ſo poſitive. But as to the Eſſential Points of Faith, 
they were written by an un-erring Spirit, and are 
infallibly True; and againſt Men and Angels they 
affirm it, and we as truly believe it, to the great Peace 
and Satisfaction of our Minds : For what 1s it that can 


- ſatisfy the Mind of Man but Truth, having the Seal of 


Life in it, as every true Miniſter of God hath. 
For every true Miniſter of God hath Power to ſet Life 


and Death before Men and can fay, Now 5s fulfilled mar. i8. 18.

knoweth the, Things of God, and he that believeth in*©** ©" 


ſuch a One, knoweth the Things of God likewiſe.

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But how can you judg of Infalibility; that do not 
own your {elf Infalible, but Falible? What is Falible 
but a Lye, and muſt a Lye be the Judg of Truth » He 
that knoweth the Mind of the Lord, he may Inſtruct 
from the Lord; but he that hath not the Infalible Spirit, 
doth from his lying Spirit preſcribe Rules to God, and 
would be God's Countellor, 

Now muſt ſuch ignorant, carnal, fleſhly Men as theſe 
Judg Infalibility, that have, nor own no other Spirit 
but what is Falible: But to come to the Point and 
Charge againſt Lodowick Mugeleton. 

For although the Prophetsand Apoſtles were Infalible, 
as to all eſſential points of Faith; yet as to other things 
that were circumſtantial, and not ſo eſſential, in ſuch 
things Prophets and Apoſtles may difter about them in 
their Experience and Judgment. 

Thus Paul withſtood Peter, and Reproved him; and 
though Paul there gainſaid Peter, yet in ſom other things 
Paul himſelf was not poſitive : As for Inſtance, Paul 
treating on Marriage, he ſpeaks as the Prophet Mugglet- 
on doth here, and tells the Believers, That it was his Fud- 
ment, That it were better for them wot to Marry: And fur- 
ther adds That he [thinks,] That this his Fudment 1s right, 
and that it was from the Spirit of God. 

Now, I preſume, (by what you have faid of theſe) 
that had you been living then, and had heard of Paal's 
talkingof having the Infalible Spirit of God, you would 
preſently have judged him a falſe Apoſtle, notwithſtand- 
ing the Miracles he had done; and that he had contradic- 
el himſelf ; and that his [th1king] was inconliſtant to 
his Infalibility, and ſo was not to be Believed. 

Again, if you had heard that Paul Circumciſed Time- 


* 15. 3. *2+thy, and yet nevertheleſs told the Galatians, That if they 


were Gircumciſed they could not be Saved, I fay, had you 
been 
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been in thoſe Days, Would not you have faid, 
That Paul had Contraditted himſelf, and the Scriptures 
both? and would not you alſo have judged the Four 
Evangeliſts to have Contradi&ed one another in ſe- 
veral places; for as you Judg and Condemntheſe,ſo you 
would have Judged them, for theſe were ſent by Je- 
ſus Chriſt, and Pazl was ſent by no other God. 

Again, in Page 9. you quote John Reeve, ſaying, 
that he ſaith, That he is Indued with a divine Gift, to 
write aVolom as large as the Bible; and as pure a Lan- 
guage as that is, without looking mto any Book , or having 
any real Contraditon m it. Upou theſe Words you 
make the Reflection fallowing. 


Your Accuſation runs this, ſaying. 


That if the purity of the Language be a Sign of Truth. 
Then, ſay you, I am ſave it 15 far from being either True 
or Infall:ble. For, ſaid you, they do not write true 
Engliſh,. nor good Sence zas likewile, it often fails mm the 
propriety of Words, mm Concord, and Connexion ; being 
without Method, Purity, or Elogancy, &c.

cording to their Obedience to their own Law, ſo

But then, on the other hand, as he was God, he,,,. 
rejoiced at their eternal Deſtruction; for upon their j.: 4, > 
deſpiſing thoſe Declarations of his, he thereupon pro- "'* *-3 7.& 13. 
nounces upon them eternal Wrath; calling tuch a. 
Drvels, Serpents, and a Generation of Vipers, and that jc; ,, ,., 
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they ſhould not eſcape the Dammation of Hell : And 
John the Baptiſt pronounced the like Sentence; and 
all the Apoſtles had the like Power after they had 
received their Commiſſion. 

As for that Saying of Chriſt's to them, To Bleſs,and 
Curs not ; that was but when they were but private 
Believers; as alſo, it taught that Clemency, as not 
to reſiſt temporal Injuries: But when they had received 
the Holy Ghoſt, then was #he Keys of Heaven and 
Hell Committed to their Charge; and they had Power 
by them, to Bind and to Looſe, to Remit and to Retain 
Sin, What was that but Blefſing and Curling? For 
the Bleſſing of a Commiſſionated Prophet or Apoſtle, 
it opens the Gate of Heaven; that is, it opens the 
Heart in Love, to that God that ſent ſuch a Meſlage 
of glad Tidings of Salvation : So on the Contrary, the 
Curſe of a Prophet, it opens the Gate of Hell; 'That 
is, it opens the Heart in Envy, Malice, and Revenge; 
and whoſe Heart that ſpiritual Key doth open no 
Man can ſhut; and whoſe Heart they ſhut no Man 
can open. 

Therefore it was that Paul ſaid, That they were the 
Saver of Life unto Life, unto thoſe that believed them, 
and the Saver of Death unto Death unto thoſe that de- 
ſpiſed them. Again, Paul and the reſt of the Apo- 

les, did declare, That whoever denyed the Faith of 
Teſus, or deſpiſed ae ro or turned Apoftate, that 
there could be no Sacrifiſe for ſuch Sins, neither were 
ſuch to be Prayed for ; but upon the contrary, to be 
ſealed up unto eternal Death. 

All the Spiritual Declarations of the Prophets 
reach to the eternal State of Man, for they pointing 
at their God's becoming HKleſh, and that, upon his Death 
and Reſurrettion the eternal State of the Two Seeds of 
Faith 
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Faith and Reaſon takes being; for the Reſurrection of 
Chrift gains Power to raiſe the Dead, and give each 
Seed his Reward. 

And therefore the Goſpel apropriates David's Key 
to belong to it, which Key lyes 1n ſuch and the like ff :45- 4: 
Sayings, The Lor1 takes Pleaſure in his People, he will 
beautifie the Meek with Salvation; this is the Key that 
opens Heaven : And as follows, Let the high Praiſes

David himlelf, in thoſe and the like Sayings, had* 57: + 
flung into the Fire all that diſpiſed his Spirit of Pro- 
phetie, of his God's becoming Fleſh, and Sealed them 
up in theſe Words; Saying, divide their Tongues, for 
I have ſeen Violence in the City, Caſt them down in thy 
Anger, Gonſume them im Wrath, let not them come into : : 
thy Righteoufneſs, blot them out of the Book of Life,aud**" '*: *5' 
let them not be written with the Righteous; Let burning p11, ; 0.

2. Again, If the Body and Soul are two contrary 
things, (as you ſay) and in Opoſition to each other, 
then was the Body and Soul of Chriſt at variance, 
with it ſelf; and in Opoſition with each other, and 
ſo two opolite Things: If ſo, then Chriſt's Body did 
not go to Heaven, nor never would: And belike, 
you do not belive that Chriſt's Body is in Heaven, 
any more than the Quakers; and I know not how 
you ſhould believe it, becauſe-your God hath never 
a Body: So Chriſt is none of your Fatherly God if 
he have a Body. 

Can a Spirit live and ſub{iſt without a Body ; where 
do the Scriptures ſay, That God 1s a Spirit without a 
Body : Did not you learn your own Catechiſe, or if 
you did, have you forgotten? doth it not teach ( ſay- 
ing to your Pupils, That God is a Spirit, Or a ſpiri- 
tual Subſtance, moft Holy, Wiſe, Fuſt and Infinite. 

Now if it be ſo, that God hath a Subſtance, then 
he muſt on neceſſity have a Body : And if he be Holy, 
Wiſe, and Juſt, he muſt have a Perſon to poſſeſs his 
raviſhing Glory in, and yet to be of uncompounded 
Purity. Is it not ſaid, That God was a Man of War ; 
that ſhews that he is in the form of a Man: Alſo 
Chriſt told the Pharsſes, That there was no May per- 
fettly Good but one, which was God. 

3. Moreover, if your Soul can be more Wiſe, Juſt, 
and Holy without your Budy, then turn 1t out of the

a Spirit hath no Fleſh, and hath no Body: For, ſay you, 
Body and Spirit are Two contrary things. 

As the Scripture faith that God hath a Body, ſo itp,n, ». ,. 
attributes to this Body, Hands, Eyes, Face, Noſe, fvel.'o. :. 
Mouth, Ears, Arms, Leggs, Breaſt , Heart , Back, ji gt 
&c. And yet muſt he have never a Body, this is. 94. » 
clearly to deny Scripture, for the Scripturian faith, Na” FI 
That God hath a Body; but the Anteſcripturian faith, 
That God hath neither Body, Parts, or Shape, but yet 1: 
an infinite vaſt God, filling all things, _ mm all Pla- 
ces at one and the ſame time, and ſo can neither Aſſend 
nor Deſcend, Gome nor Go, but 1s everywhere at once; 
as your great Augsſtin ſaith.

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This is yours and the Worlds monſtrous God: 
Are thoſethe Men that are ſo capable of Argument 
if we ſhould be as ignorant in the Scriptures as you, 
jt were no matter if our Tongues ſhould cleave to 
the Roof of our Mouths. 

I wonder you are not aſhamed to pretend to Scrip- 
ture; do you believe the Scripture? Certain I am, 
that there are many Doctors of your Church that 
doth not believe them at all ; for inſtance hereof, there 
is one of your Doctors, namely Dr. More: This Man, 
in one of his Books, called his Gab:la, doth little leſs 
than give the Scripture the Ly ; for treatingupon the 
Creation of Man by Moſes, ſaith That the Scriptures 
doth not always ſpeak according to the exatineſs of Truth, 
but according to their Appearance in Senſe and the vulgar 
Opinion; and he quotes Ghriſoſtim, Bernard, and Aqui- 
nus, as holding the ſame things, and inſtances it as 
to the Creating of Adam and Eve : Saying thus, God 
hath no Figure or Shape, altho Moſes ſaith he hath ; he 
only permits the Ignorant and Vulgar People to Believe ſo, 
it being his Prudence and Policy ſo to do. 

Now is not this Odious, for what Prudence is it 
to Flatter, Diſlemble, and Deceive the People; for 
muſt Gods Prophets be but like Polititians of State, 
pretending one thing, and acting another. 

Again, this Man Fr in Moſes ſpeaking thus; 
God took of the Duſt of the Ground, wrought it with his 
Hands into ſuch a temper that it was fit to make the Body 
of a Man, which when framed, then comes near to «t 
with his Mouth, and breathed into hts Noſtrils the Breath 
of 1 ife. : 

And when God had made a Woman of one of Adam's 
Ribs, he takes her by the Hand, and brought her to Adam 


Gen,2 7.21. fo when Adam was awaked, he found his Dream to be 


rue, 
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true, for he dream'd that God took a Woman ont of him, 
for God ſtood by him with a Woman im his Hand. | 

Now it is true, ſays this Do&tor, Moſes ſpakes in 
this manner to ſatisfy the rude Multitude, who was 
ever ready to think that God was in Forme and 
Shape as they were; and thus Moſes complyed with 
their Humour, and permited them to belive ſo; yet, 
ſaith he, zt rs a Gontradittion to the Idia of God, to have 
Egure and Shape. 

Now what ſay you to this, is not this giving 
Moſes the Lie ? Moſes, you ſee, would permit People 
to believe, That God was in the Form of a Man: 
Now why will not you permit us to believe ſo? 
Moſes did not count this Doctrine a miſchievous 
Principle, as you do; but you, with this Man, ſet 
your ſelves againſt Mes, and againſt the Scriptures; 
they are counted no other than a Lie with you: 
Now it 1s clear by this, that many of you Doctors 
are ſtark blind Athiits. 

your Proteſtant Church is now grown as blind 
with Age, almoſt as your Fathers the Papiſts, and 
as Atheiſtical as one of the Popes, who ſaid, That 
that Fable of Feſus Chriſt had brought their Church great 
Riches: And one of that Church ſaid to me, that 
the Scriptures were but balderdaſh Stuff. 

Now as to that ſaying of Chriſt's to his Diſciples, 
That a Spirit had not Fleſh aud Bone as he had; it was 
only to inform them that there was no ſuch Spirit as 
the World imagined, that could be ſeen, that had no 
Body; for Eyes of Fleih muſt havea Subſtance for its 
Object: Therefore ſaid Chriſt, handle me and ſee, for 1 


have a Body, a Subſtarice of very Heſh and Bone, and they John 26. 29. 


telt, and believed him to be their Lord and God. 
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For Chriſt, from hence, would kave them for 
ever after to know that all Spirits, whither of God, 
Men, or Angels, are always inviſible; for it is the 
Body that is viftible, for the Soul that 1s in it is 
always invifible, which Spirit comprehends all viſi- 
ble things, yet cannot Live, A&, or Operate with- 
out its Body. And ſo much for that Principle.

CHA P. VIIL.

But the true Chriſtian doth know that no Blood 
can make Atonement for Sin, but the moſt precious 
and unvaluable Blood of a God ; to believe this, is ta a 
drink his Blood : And to believe that that bleſſed Bo." © ** 
dy of his was no leſs then the very body of God, this 
is to eate his fleſh; ſo that whoſoever eats his fleſh, 
and drinks his blood fo, hath by ſo doing gained the 
fuil aſſurance of Eternal Life ; this is a ftanding 
Truth, and hall prevail. { fd 

But how is it poſſible you ſhould believe this, when | "= 
as you cannnot believe that, any Life dies at all; for | 
ſay you, The Soul of Man s alive after Death ; here 
your Ignorance appears very great for all your Learn- 
ing ; Where did you ever find by Scripture, That the 
Soul of any man was ever alive without its body £ The 
Scripture no where affirms it, if rightly underſtood 
they are but old Wives Fables, or Monks and Fryers 
Forgeries, and heatheniſh Principles from their own 
blind Imaginations. 

As for thoſe Sayings concerning Dives and Laza-, ,. 
rs, *tis but a Parable, and ſo muſt have a Spiritual 
meaning; for Souls without Bodies have no Tongues, 
nor Eyes, nor Boſoms, as that Parable ſpeaks of ; 
but that Parable was only to ſet forth the two Seeds 
here in Mortality, which is largely opened by this 
Commiſſion of the Spirit.

And as to Chriſt ſpeaking of God being the God 

the Iroing, and not of the dead, it rd >. ov _—_ 
Sadnces, who denyed the Reſurre&tion ; therefore 
Chriſt ſhews that there was a neceſſity of a Reſur- 
ar 2. 31-rection, ſeeing that Abraham, Iſazc, and Jacob, and the 
md 17 35-*reſt of the Prophets were dead, and their Sepulchres 
are with usat this day; and if God do not raiſe them 
again to that Glory their Faith was pitch'd upon,then 
was he the God of the dead, and not of the living, in 

that all dyed to him inſtead of living to him. 

And as to that faying, Fear not them which can ki 
the body, &c. That is, fear nothin that may kill both 
Soul and Body by a natural death, but rather fear 
him that hath an abſolute power in himſelf to ſlay 
both Soul and Body with an Eternal or ſecond Death. 

Moreover, when the Scripture ſaith the body dies, 
doth not that include- the ſoul, or natural Life? 
What have you your natural Learning for, but to 
underſtand the natural ſence of words > Do you not 
find, that that which our Tranſlation calls body, the 
Greek calleth ſouls > as Namb. 6. 6. there it is faid, 
That he ſhall come at no dead body, in our Bible ; but 
after the Greek, your own Doctors read thus ; He 
ſkall come at no dead Soul. 

Is it not ſaid, That man was made a living ſoul ? And 
was not the threatning charge given out, That that 

Ezck. 18. 4ſoul that ſinmed, that ſoul ſhould dye ? and yet ſay you, 
verl, 26 the ſoul cannot dye. 

Now that which the National Miniſtry do make a 
ground of the Immortality of the foul, 1s to all ſpi- 
ritual wiſe men, an evident proof of its Mortality ; 
as where it is ſaid, ſo ſuch aone dyed,and wes gathered to 
his people ; now whether is it, that they were gatber- 
ed but into the grave ? As for inſtance, ſee 2 King:

having his Head bruiſed by the Saints Weapons of 
War, which reacheth to a ſecond Death. 


And this Devil that was caſt down, was the Fa-, Joho 3. 12, 


ther of Gain, from whence all Wickedneſs and CGruel- 
ty hath flown; for Gaz was the very Erſt-born of that 
Devil, and the fulneſsof that Serpent- Augel's-God-Head 
lived Boddily in Gam; and ſuch of his Seed, that 
have in them a great Share of that piercing Reaſon, 
or God-head-power, became potent Angels, Lords and 
Governours of this World, it being given to that 
Seed; and they labour in this their Kingdom, to imi- 
tate the grandure of that Glory their Father, the 
fallen Angel, had before his Fall, and to come as near 
to it as poſſibly they can.

ceeded from was a Gherub, which was the higheſt Or- 
der of Angels; and this King was of the higheſt Ie- 
gree of Wiſdom, Buty, and Glory: And therefore 
his Perfe&tions was ſuch, as that he was ſaid to be 
Wiſer than Daniel z; by which Wiſdom he had goten 
him Riches of Gold and Silver in abundance; as al- 
ſo in his Kingdom all ſorts of cunning Arts and Si- 
ances, and a great Merchant, mighty in Traffick : 
All this from his Father the Angel. | 

Therefore, ſaid the Prophet to this Prince, Thou

Now it is worth the minding here, That ' Joſeph 
could not be the natural Son of both thoſe Men , 
for obſerve in the Genealogy of our Saviour, Matthew 
makes Mathan to be the Father of Facob, and Facob 
the Father of Joſeph: But Luke makes Melchi the Fa- 
ther of Hely, and Hely the Father of Foſeph. 

Now here is a different Race, for Facob, the natu- 
ral Father of Joſeph, he proceeded from Solomon, but 
Hely ſprung from Nathan, and was Joſeph's Father by 
Law or Title, but not by Nature. 

Therefore, as Hely was the =: re Father to Jo- 
ſeph, and Joſeph the ſuppoſed Father of Chrifl; even

him,, for a further Manifeſtation of his unſerchable _ own 
Power in Shame: and, Weakneſs, .as well as in Power Oe 7 
and Glory. H 2 $ 
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Is it not writen, How that his Angels had given them 
a Charge to watch over him? And dd not Moſer-and 
Elias doſo, from his Birth to his Aſſention? Allo is 
Luke 1- 17. it not written, That John the Baptiſt came in the Spi- 
Ml. 4. < Tit and Power of Elias > Which is plain that = the 
Mart. '7+ 13-3. Baptiſt had his Commiſſion from El;as, for there was 
«i none greater in Heaven then Elias was at that time, 
for God was then on Earth, cating and drinkin 
with Man as Man, as was before ſaid. Thus mers 
may ferve to ſatisfy all ſober Men, who will not 
violently oppoſe plain Scripture. 

Again, you-further obje& againſt that Saying of 
theirs, where they affirm, That no one ever did declare 
the Knowledge of the true God, in his Form and Nature, 
as they have done. | 

Now, in Anſwer to this, ſay you; There was Sabu- 
lus and Neetus held but one Perſon in the Diety, called 
by different Names: Theſe, you Repreſentor call Broach- 
ers of our Doftrmm, which you oy ſo miſchevious.

*A NSWER. 


F theſe Biſhops of Sabulzr and Noetus taught fo, 
| they were in the right of it, and they might hint 
at Truth, but they wanted a full Revelation; for it 
was not Revealed to them as it is now, and theſe 
Two Prophets never read any of their Writings, nel- 
ther do I think that there is any of them, that are 
truly theirs, in being : We have the Prophets and 
Apoſtles 
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_— Writings through Providence, to ſhew that 
iſt was the only God, altho they were very ſpa- 
ring in their Proof how God became Fleſh, to what 
this Commiſſion doth, and wherefore z why, becauſe 
the Miſtery of God was not to be tiniſhed (according 
| to John) until the Days of the Voice of the Seventh 
|» Amy Anget's founding of his Trumpet, or Miniſtry , fv 10. 7: 
namely the Quakers : And Sabalns and Noetws were 
before the ſaunding of the Firſt Anty-Angel, the Pa- 
pſt with Power. 

| Sabalus the Liſhop being about T wolmndred Years 
after Chriſt, and Acetws was Contemporary with 
him; fo that this being in the time of the Ten Per- 
{ecutions, there was 1 ruth then in the World, and 


Footing at that time during the Ten Perſecutions. 

But after Rel:gion was ſet up by Emperial Power, 
*| * then Biſhops were choſen out of Learned and Philoſo- 

hical Men, and Churches ( as they called them ) 
builded, and Riches given for their Support ; then 
were Sjnods and Counſel: called, toeſtablifh Error and 
formal Worſhip, and to ſuppreſs Truth : That was 
ever without outward Pomp and Glory. 

Thus was MNoetus and Sabalw's Dodrin Judged 
Hereſy, buth by Trenitarian and Arian; and tho they 
Curſed, Excommunicated, and Condenmed each other, 
by ſeveral Comnſels, as if Hell was broke looſe; and ſo 
it was for the Thouſand Years time after Satan's 
Binding was ended, as foon as the Ten Perſecutions R-vel. : -- 
were over, for then the Devil went forth to deceive 
the World with falſe Worſhip, as John declareth. 

The Arian, being but as a Branch fprouted- out of 
the Roman Cathokick, altho in Conflanſws's Days, and 
ſome time after a very great Branch, inſomuch _—

Jantine to-be Tranſlated into their Tongue 
'wiſe their learned Counſels colleted and gathered

known, and yet they Decreed the Arian Faith : So 
that will you Catholicks ſay, That Number 4's an Ar-

But whichſoever of them that got the Emperor of 


their lide gained Power over the other ; ſothat both 


of them, altho they perſecuted each bther with dead- 
ly Hatred, as they got upermoſt in- Powey, never- 
theleſs they could agree' together, to kill Chriſt in 
is Members, and to tread the Holy City under Foot, 
of innocent minded Men and Women, by their Pe- 
nal Laws, that could not bow down to their out- 
ward Formalities and Antwohrst:an Principles : Theſe 
were as Two Thieves that Trtuth was Crulifed be- 
tween, 

Now theſe Gatholicks prevailing, and they having, 
not only the Scriptures order'd by the Kg Gon- 
, but like- 


into-a Heap, and all the other Writings of preceding 
Biſhops: Then muſt them Books and Traditional 
Reports be- viewed by the Learned, now made Bi- 
ſhops, and, what ' Agreed, and Aquieſt- with their 
Principles. was counted. Apoſiolical ; .and what: digl 
not agree, was rejected and counted; Hereſy ; or elfe 
they - Tranſlated, them falſly, playcing down ſome 
things of their Sayings, and leaving others out that 
made againſt them. | 

And when any Man -was by theſe eſtabliſhed Bi- 
ſhops Judged or Accuſed for Hereſy, tho he lived be- 


fore their Days, then all his Books muſt either be 


Curruptedor Bura'd; for they muſt be made to ſpeak 


quite 
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quite contrary to what they did in. ſeveral things, 
on purpoſe to make thoſe Authors the more Con- 
temptible: For it was ever ſo, that all that are Non- 
Commiſſionated Miniſters of God, and fuch as head 
an Anty-Church, are for hideing Truth from the 
People, as the Papsts do the Scriptures, to the end 
they may keep up their fleſhly Honour ;. ſo that there 
is but little known and received in: the World at 
this Day, as well as heretofore, but the univerſal 
common Opinion. 

_ Therefore it is, that your National 4nd Traditional 
Churches doth ſo ſound forth their own Triumphs, 
raife heaps of Authors of the F:r/t Centuries, as agree- 
ing with their Carholick Principles, Crying Antiquity, 
Church-Viſability, famous Men are on our Side, &C. 

When as the Truth on't is, all is but Clamony and 
Noiſe; for many of your Authors are meer For- 
gerres and Lies, 


Fo2 Inſtance. 

1. There be ſeveral Books that have the Name. of 
ſuch Mens Works, as were never their Werks ;: as 
Fbdyas Biſhop of | Babilon, is ſaid by ſome of your Ca- 
talogue Makets to live in the' Days of Ghreſt; others 
ſay that he knew their great Church-Hiſtorian Egr/- 
pus, thatlived near Two Hundred Years after : Now 
the one of theſe muſt be a Ly; and they make the 
Subſtance of this Book to be of curious Talk with 
Bodilis or Infernal Devils, which is a mear Roman 
Forgery. 

2. There is alfo that which is called | Saint James 
the Apoſtles Leturgie, which hath a Prayer in it for 
all that live in Monaſtries, and yet there was none 
built of ſome Hundreds of Years after the Apoſtles 
Days. 3. And 
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3. And that Egiſpus, before ſpoken of, hath Five 
Books under his Name : But it is ſaid by ſome of your 
Church Writers, that Ambroſe that Roman-Church- 
Biſhcp ( who lived in the Year 380.) was not only the 
Traſlator, but the Author of them Books; which is 
like enough, for he was not choſen Biſhop for his 
Goodneſs, but for his Greatneſs; even as one of the 
Dukes of Savoy was choſen Pope for his Greatneſs 
ſake,- as'your Church Hiſtory doth ſhew, 

4 Theſe Corruptions have been very Common, 
and very” Antient z for Dions/zus Biſhop of Cormth, 
who lived about the Year of Chriſt Two Hundred, 
complained ſadly of his being abuſed in this Nature : 
Therefore, ſaid he, in one of his Books ( if that Book 
was his) I wrote ſeveral Epiſtles, but the Meſſengers of 
Satan hath ſown them with Tares , pulling away ſome 
ihing s, and puting to other ſome, for whom ( (aid he ) 

ton is laid up. 

And as there was Hoſe Forgeries and Corruptions 
aforeſaid, ſo likewiſe there is many of your other 
great Authors which you would make Apoſftolical, 
and yet they do not agree with you in ſeveral things 
that you quote them for z nay ſome Differences are 
ſo great between you, that I wonder you do not Con- 
demn them for Hereticks, as for Example. 

I, Twrtulyon, who lived in the time of the Ten Per- 
ſecutions, being a great Hiſtorian, and by your Church 
counted famous, did not much contend for Biſhops, 
nor much valued Ordination ; but ſaid, That Lay 
men were Prieſts, and gave this Reaſon for it ; ſaying, 
That after Faith is Recerved, then Man lives by bis Faith, 
and that Faith, ſaid he, becomes Chriſt's Vicar, and 
oo hence he concluded that Three Believers will m the a 
Church, 
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He alſo coed Childrens Baptiſme ; and therefore, 
ſaid he, Why haſftneth this Innocene Age to the Remiſſion 
of Sins, we are much more wary in worldly Things z, Is it 
meet we ſhould commit the Sacrament of Baptiſme, which 
is a divine Thing, unto them we would not commit the 
Things of this Earth : He alſo condemned Second Mar- 
riages, and much more Perſecution for Conſience: 
* All theſe things are quite contrary to you. 

2. Irmms, Biſhop of Lyons, who, it is ſaid, knew 
Ignaſius and Policarbus, yet he held and tought, the 
Souls Mortality. 

3, And FJuſtinus, who lived in thoſe Days, you 
cannot deny but that he did both hold and teach, 
That God was in the Form of a Man from all Eternity. 

4. And further, There was never a one of all theſe 
aforeſaid, that held a Trinity of Perſons in one God- 
Head ; No not Oregen himſelf, whom your Church 
doth ſo extol, altho he turned Apoſtate, and denyed 
the Faith,and Sacrifhſed to Devils,to ſave his Life; but 
what is he ſocry'd up, both by Papiſt and Proteſtant, 
for; is it not for his lofty Stile, and philoſophical 
Notions, and in that he would make his Divinity 
to ſtoop unto his agg p4- 2 For he held with Plato, 
1, The Souls Infuſion, and tought that all Souls were made 
together, and ſent down from Heaven to be Imbodyed, 

2, He Tought, That after we riſe again, we ſhall 
have all need of Baptiſme to purge us clean. 3ly. He m 
one place condemned Second Marriages, and in another 
Gontraditts it again. 4ly. He Tought, that Devils were 
Bodilis-Spirits ;, and alſo, that all Devils would be ſaved 
at laſt. This ſure is it that pleaſes you at. a Haire. 

But as to his Doctrin concerning God, that can- 
not pleaſe you ſo well, for the Ar:ans challing him 
to be for them, and therefore they fay, That Or-ger 

I denyed 
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denyed That. the Sou was to be Adored or Prayed too ; for 
be is, {aith Oregen, not the Author, but the Procurer of 
the good Things of God : So that we pray not to him, 
but to God for his ſake. And Azguſtin your Saint 
produces this as Orepen's Opinion concerning God. 
And thus much as to your great Apoſtolical Fathers, 
as you call them, who lived in the time of the Ten 
Perſecutions. 

As to thoſe other Antient Popes, Biſhops, Fathers, 

and Gounſels, that have been ſet up by the Roman In- 
al Power and Authority, I ſhall not treat on them 
re; for he that hath but a Grain of ſpiritual Senſe 
predominating in him, will eafily ſce them no other 
but the M»ther of Harlots, or Miftery Babilon, that 
ſets upon Tongues, Noffons, and Languages, as hath 
been unfolded in a Treatiſe intituled, The White De- 
vil uncaſed; which may come to b2 extant in time. 

This is the Sum ef your Charch-Hiitory; fo that 
what Satisfaction can any Man have by all your A«- 
zbors and Apoſtolical Eathers, as you call them, as al- 
ſo your Trawſlators of their Works, who were moſt 
of them Corrapters, each one endeavouring to force 
the Matter to ſute with his own Opinions, as Epe- 
phanius, Rufenus, and ſeveral others, who it is ſaid 
corrupted ſeveral Authors. 

So that all their Books arebut troubled Waters to 
drink, being not of that Ephecaſy as to quench the 
Thirſt of Sin ; for therr Silver is become Drofs, their 
Wine # mix'd with Water of a ſtanding Powle. This 
will not paſs currant with us, for no VVine to us 
like the VVine of the Spirit; no VVater to us but 
the VVater of Life; no Balme for us but what 1s in 
Gilliad, in one Perſonal-God-Man, Chrift Feſus, ble!- 
ſed for ever, that will be accepted of with us, => 
only 
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only true Chriſtians in the World at this Day. 

Therefore take you all your Books and Learning 
to yourſelves; we have but Three to Read, to wit, 
the Prophets, the Apoſtles, and the Witneſſes of the Spi- 
7it: In theſe is fulneſs of Perfection; for the Light 
and Lite of their Words, ſhining in our Hearts, is 
the Rule, Prop, Stay, and Guide of our Eaith ; which 
1s but one, and this one Faith hath one God of a 
{ingle Perſon or Subſtance for its Obje& to pitch it 
ſelf upon, and not a Trinity of Perſons, or Sub- 
ſtance; but Father, Sou and Holyghoſt is one fingle 
Subſtance, and no more; "which cannot be denyed, 
neither by Scripture, or ſober Reaſon ; for, 

Firſt, Was not the Eternal God-Head-Spirit the ever- 
laſting Father. 

Secondly, Was not that glorious Body, wherein God 
the Father did eternally Dwell, The eternal Son. 

Thirdly, And was not that powerful Word, which pro- 
ceeded from his God-Head-Spirit through his glorious 
Mouth the Holyzhoſt, or holy Spirit, by which he made 
the Worlds, and governeth all things. Ny 

Is not this Trmity 1n Knity, and Unity in Trmmty, 
more agreeable to the Scripture of Truth, then any 
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other Trinity, to all Men that acknowledge but one Ephel, 4. 5, 


eternal Being, and no more? Now your Trinity of 
Perſons, will neither be made to agree with Scripture 
Reaſon nor Sence; ſo that your ſtriving to explain it 
doth but the more darken the Sence about your Airy 
God, and you are quite loſt in your Definition, and 
now of late more than ever : Are you made a con- 
founded Babel, and your Clargie doth claſh one a- 
gainſt another, which doth make your Hearers begin 
to ſtager, as well it may : For,

3dly. The contrary Party makes their Rcioynder 
again, and chargeth the other Party with holding of 
a plurality of Gods: For, ſay they, if there be [' Three 
Subſtances } then there is [ Three Gods, 7] which is true 
enough.

'  5thly. To this, the other old dark Light Replies,ſay- 
ing, That if by Retaining the old Words of {| Three Per- 
ſons and one Subſtance} there is Danger of hoſing the 
Catholick Faith, it muſt be loſt out of the Catholick 
Church : And the Revolt by Sabaliſm ( ſay they ) muſt 
be both the moſt laſting, and the moſt general Apoſtatiſe 
that 
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that ever was foretold, or feared, ſhould happen to the 
Chriſtian World. But, ſay they, we hope. wee need 
not to be frigk:ed out of our Religion. 

And thus, you ſee what a Confuſion is fallen up- 
on you; your Bbjlon is now crying out, Alas, Alas! **'*% 13: 19.

Secondly, How can Chriſt be Eternal in your Creed, 
if he were begotten ? 

Thirdly, And how can that, which receives a Being 
from another, ever be made equal with that which 
hath its being of it felf alone? 

Certainly, whatever you Trmtarians ſay to the 
contrary, yet it is evident that you make Chriſt no 
more than a titular God, the very ſame with John 
Biddle, that you ſo much diſown in your Pamphlet: 

But I cannot ſeeany great Difference between youzT an 
fure you are as much out of the Way of Truth as he. 

For, ſaid John Bridle, Chriſt is our Lord and God: 

But how, HI y, ſaid he, not Really, but Apelitive, as 
Maeiſtrates are called Gods; and ſo he makes him 
God by Deputation, as to Title; being God, not in 
Nature, but in Name; and fo is ſubordinate to 


God. 
Now 
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Now, do not you do ſo too; for you make the 
Son but to be begotten : And if you -will make him 
God, yet he muſt be divided from the Father and 
Holyghoſt. Now this is certain, that if there be a 
Father diſtin& from that bleſſed Body of Chrift, it 
muſt then be as John Bridle ſaid; and therefore 1t is, 
that p—_ Bidle, as well as Arius and Sefinus, make 
him but Man; becauſe they would have but one 
{ingle God : But you, if you make him God, yet you 
will divide him from the Father, and from the Ho- 
lyghoſt ; and ſo, at the beſt, you make him but a 
Third part God. 

And whereas you are ſo bold, as to condemn Sa- 
bulus and Noetws, tor worſhiping one perſonal God, 
under the Names of Father, Son, and Holyghoſt ; con- 
demning and judging them for Broachers of Hereſy, 
how will yuu free yourſelves from this Crime : As 
alfo thoſe Cuunſels of Arians and Trenitarians, as cur- 
ſed them and their Principles ; together with thoſe 
Counſels and Sinods, on both ſides judging and con- 
demning each other with deadly Malice, as your 
Church Hiſtory doth ſhew: What, were thoſe the 
Church of God ? No. 

But when God gathers up his Jewels, many of

therefore when both {des acknowledges a Jeſus, take 
heed how you Perſecute. 
I have been fomthing larger than I intended, as to 
the Church-Hiſtory, and that becauſe your Cn 
otn 
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doth ſo much boaſt and Glory upon Antiquity, like . 
the Papiſts; for there is no great Difference between 
you nor the other Churches, only in outward things; 
for the eſſential Points of Faith is one and the ſame 
with you all; for you have all one God, and one 
Devil, one Heaven and one Hell. So that if one of 


you be true, you areall truez and if one of you be f 
falſe, ye are all falſe: Therefore it were well, if your bh, 
Reaſon would be ſo-moderate, as to bear with, and ; 


forbear one another; being you are all one, both in | 
the Root, and in the Fruit, but that you will never 
do; but on the contrary, you will ever be exciting 
the Magiſtrates to Perſecution and Bloodſhed : But Revel.
